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DETAILED ACTION 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Claims 11-16 have been cancelled. 

End of examiner's amendment. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 17, 20-27, and 29-36 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not disclose the device of claim 17, in particular the additional 
limitation (amended from the previous claim 18, indicated as allowable) that a boundary 
of the gate electrode that overlaps the drain electrode is greater than a width of the 
drain electrode. Claim 17 is therefore allowed, as are its dependent claims 20-26. 
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The prior art does not disclose the device of claim 27, in particular the additional 
limitation (amended from the previous claim 28) that a boundary of the gate electrode 
that overlaps the drain electrode is greater than a width of the drain electrode. [In 
particular, Kim '376 has a boundary of the gate electrode that overlaps the drain 
electrode being the same as, not greater than, the width of the drain electrode.] Claim 
27 is therefore allowed, as are its dependent claims 29-36.
